them!" The Macabebes opened lire, 
but their aim was rather ineffective, 
and only three insurgents were killed. 
The rebels returned the lire. On hear- 
ing the tiring Aguinaldo. who evidently 
thought his men were merely celebrat- 
ing the arrival of reinforcements, ran 
to the window and shouted: "Stop that, 
nonsense; quit wasting: ammunition." 


IIHario Placido, one of the Tngatog 


officers and a former insurgent major, 
•who was wounded in the lung by the 
fire of the Kansas regiment at the bat- 
tle of Caiooean, threw1 his arms around 
AguinaMu, exclaiming: 
"You are a 


prisoner of the Americans." 
Colonel 


Simeon 
ViUiu, Aguinaido's chief of 


staff; Major Alarabra and others at- 
tucked the men who were holding 
Aguinaldo. Placido shot VilHa in the 
shoulder. Five other insurgent officers 
fought for a few moments and then 
fled, making their escape. 


When captured. Aguinaldo 
wns 


greatly c-xcited, but he calmed down 
under General Funston's assurance 
that he would be well treated. Genera! 
Funston securud all of Aguinaldo's 
correspondence, showing that he had 
kept: in close touch with the suhchiefs 
of the insurrection in aU parts of the 
archipelago. It was also discovered 
that Aguinaldo. Jan. 28. had proclaim- 
ed himself dictator. He had been liv- 
ing at Prilansin for seven months un- 
disturbed, except when a detachment 
of the Sixteenth infantry visited the 
town. On that occasion the entire 
population took to the mountains and 
remained there until the troops re- 
tired. Aguinaldo admitted that he had 
COUH- near to being captured before, 
but he assorted that he had never been 
wounded, adding: "1 should never 
have been taken except by a strate- 
gem. 
S was completely deceived by 


Lacuna's forged signature." He feared 
he might be sent to Guam, and he was 
quite slad to come to Manilla.

"Washington, March 2S.—The war de- 


partment has not had time as yet to 
consider whether Aguinaldo is to be 
tried, and what punishment, if any, is 
to be meted out to him. The first ques- 
tion asked is whether Agulnaldo ia to- 
be tried ;-.s a military or as a civil of- 
fender. If he is to be regarded as hav- 
ing committed treasonable acts, or fo- 
mented insurrection against the Unit- 
ed States government, the trial would 
be of a civil character. The idea is 
entertained that ho will be held as a 
prisoner without any deSnite determi- 
nation of his status, and perhaps in 
time he granted amnesty ou condition 
that he leave the country. 


Capture Not Important. 


Chicago* March 29.—Major General 


E. S. Otis, formerly in command of the 
army in the Philippines and now in. 
command o£ the Department o£ the 
Lakrs, expressed satisfaction over the 
capture of AsuinaldO. "Tho influence 
of Agalnaldo has been waning for 
some time," said Geneva! Otis. -There- 
fore the importance of the capture is 
not so great as might he supposed. He 
has been a fugitive in hiding for so 
long that a large number of his fol- 
lowers have dropped away and a great 
majority of the people are tired of the 
whole thing—tired of being robbed and 
tired of the warfare."

He said to Peter. He quieted the 
waves, He crossed the sea that night, 
returned to the country of Judea, and 
continued His miraculous workings. 
The multitude followed Him again. 
They followed Him thither, and Hu re- 
buked them because of their want of 
faith in Himself. Turning to them He 
said, "Seek not, labor not for the food 
which perisheth, Out labor for that 
which er-dureth unto life everlasting." 
He said, "You seek me not for my 
sake, but because of the loaves where- 
with I have fed you." 


This bread of which Jesus spoke in

Secretary Human's report contains 


matter of interest to tbe public and is 
given in full below, together with the 
state of the finances: 


LIMA, ®mo, March 26th, 1901. 


During the year 1900, up to date in 


1901. the Lima Board of Trade has ac- 


good standing at J2.00 per member. 
The reason the membership has besn 
so small is the same old story, no one' 
-willing to go oat and solicit. 


Should pot tht people.Uxat have the 


good «f Eima at heart huut up the 
board of trade with their'fS.OO instead 
of the board of trad* huntiag them 
up? Our present membership making 
all eoutributors to the tax fund mem- 
bers, is 131. It has been suggested 
that the Board of Trade investigate 
the rumors of the consolidation of the 
D. & N. L. and Ohio Southern rail- 
road and try and seaure their offices 
and shops.. 


Springfield is already making an 


effort for them; Lima is the natural 
location for this enterprise, and should 
go after it at once. 


It has also been suggested that at 


the nest meeting of the legislature an 
effort be made by tbe Board of Trade 
to have a law passed giving Lima a 
Board of Control. This is a very im- 
portant matter, especially if some 
stories on the streets about some of 
onr couneilmen ttre true. During the 
year 1900 we have received comrmiBi- 
cations from about fifty manufactures 
and promoters, seeking new locations, 
some of which were very fair. 
The 


most important of these was from J.: 
M. Cahill. of Piqua, wanting to locate' 
a knitting mill here. His proposition 
was that Lima raise $8,000 as a bonus, 
be to put up a bond of $10,000 that he 
would, earry out his part of tbe agree- 
ment, which to be brief was to employ 
from two to five hundred people. 
After three or four weeks of hard 
work, the Board of Trade succeeded 
ia raising $2,000, a/1 that it was possi- 
ble to raise. I notiSed Mr. Cahiil of 
our efforts and received a reply to 
drop tbe matter. Mr. Cahiil got what 
he wanted from the Fiqua people, and 
is new located (here instead of Lima. 
Another sad mistake that the people 
of Lima made was by overwhelmingly 
defeating the water-works question 
that -was vsted on last spring. 


Without 3 good and sufficient water 


supply for manufacturing purposes, 
our chances for new factories are very 
slim. 
"She Board of Trade in an effort 


to get this question before the peopl 
properly, spent several months of val 
uable time as well as money for en 
giseering purposes, &c. I have ate 
had the pleasure of entertaining dur 
ing the year about 100 patent righ 
people averaging from one hour to a 
day with each; propositions ranginj 
frora three hundred to one millioj 
dollars. I am glad to say that all o: 
these people have been treated fairl; 
by the secretary. 1 think tbe timi 
has come when the citizens of Lima 
realize for the first time the important 
of our organization and look for ; 
large increase IE membership the com 
ing year. 


I hope the good people of Lima will 


feel kindly towards the Lima Board o; 
Trade for tee few things they have ac 
eonaplished during the past year, and 
tots many things they have not.
